Harry, W6YOO tells us a bit about them, and 
where they can be obtained: 

For a number of years I have been satisying my 
need for QSL return envelopes (air mail) with 
Eaton Air Mail Envelopes, 3 7/8 x 7 1/2, in packets 
of 25. The just fit into a Number 10 business enve- 
lope without folding. They are very light weight 
and only the really outsized QSLs wont fit into 
them. They are available at Clark's Stationers, 
16779 Bernardo Center Drive, Rancho Bernardo 
(just south of Vons). The cost is $3.85/packet of 
25. I just purchased 4 packs so they have them in 
stock.

QSL card jumps a penny on July 1: 

It will cost another penny to mail a QSL card 
(postcard) after July 1. The US Postal Service an 
nounced in January that it would raise the postcard 
rate by one cent--to 21 cents. The complete postal 
rate schedule is available on the USPS Web site. 


QRZ.com is for sale: 

The QRZ.com Web site is for sale. Owner and web- 
master Fred Lloyd, AA7BQ, says he wants to retire. 
"After eight years work on this project, I've simply 
decided to pursue other interests," he said. "When I 
started QRZ, I also became a certified flight in 
structor. Now I would like to spend more time 
teaching people how to fly." Lloyd said the Web 
site is being offered as a running business. The sale 
includes the entire Web site, domain name, prod- 
ucts and customer base. For details e-mail Fred 
Lloyd. 


W6 Incoming QSL Bureau 

The W6 Incoming QSL Bureau is staffed by over 
two dozen dedicated California radio amateurs who 
volunteer their time to distribute DX QSL cards to 
you. 

General information which applies to all the 
ARRL-supported U.S. Incoming QSL Bureaus is 
available from the ARRL Web pages. Although the 
Incoming Bureau system operates under the guid- 
ance of ARRL, you are not required to be an ARRL 
member to use it. 

A few things specific to the W6 Bureau are: 

The W6 QSL Bureau prefers to supply envelopes 
for you. Each envelope, including one first class 
stamp, is 50 cents each through 31 July 2001. On 1 
August 2001, the price increases to 60 cents each. 
You must send a self-sticking label with your call 
sign, name and address Hr each envelope ordered. 
The Bureau suggests you order a minimum of four 
(4) envelopes and no more than ten (10) at one 
time. 

If you normally receive many DX QSLs, please 
send additional funds to purchase stamps for addt 
tional postage. 

You may send your own envelopes but they must 
be 5" x 7 1/2", #35. DX QSLs do not fit in smaller 
envelopes and larger envelopes do not fit in our 
files. If you decide to use your own 5" x 7 1/2" , 
you must: 


--Address the envelope horizontally with your name 
clearly printed or typed. Good rubber stamp impres- 
sions or self-sticking labels may be used but should 
be large enough to be readable. 

--Your call sign in letters 1/4" to 1/2" hgh should 
be printed clearly in the upper left-hand corner, but 
no name or return address under the call sign. 
--Place one first class stamp (for one ounce) in the 
upper right hand corner. 

You may send stamps for extra postage, but a cash 
deposit is preferred. You may send a check or 
money order payable to "6th District QSL Bureau". 
An individual account will be kept for you and 
when more envelopes or postage are required, you 
will be advised. 

Your account is maintained by, and cards shipped 
from, an individual letter sorter as determined by 
the first letter following the "6" in your callsign. 
The individual sorters are literally spread through 
out California. When you send envelopes, monies 
or an inquiry, it may be several weeks before your 
individual letter sorter receives them. We distribute 
sorted cards and envelopes to the individual sorters 
monthly. If your mail arrives at the Post Office just 
after a pickup, it is very likely that it will be 67 
weeks before your sorter receives it. If he or she 
sends you a shipment of cards in the meantime, 
your account status would not show your latest sub- 
mission. It should appear on the next shipment 
however. 

This bureau is asking for your cooperation pertain 
ing to callsign changes. Effective immediately 
when you have changed your callsign, please open 
an account with the bureau under your new call. 
Your existing account will be kept open and after 
approximately a year, your existing envelopes and 
postage credits will be transferred to your "new" ac- 
count. Implementing this policy will significantly 
reduce the delay in getting your QSL cards to you. 
Currently, your cards have to be transferred from 
segment manager to segment manager, creating a 
significant delay. Thanks for your cooperation.
